Half a clozeu members 
indulge in debate, and they som«tioies 
take a very high tone, indeed, in dealing 
with public affairs.

Senate exhibits when compared with the 
chambers whose tchoes rung to the 
voice of Webster and Clay, Beaton and 
Calhoun and Seward and Sunnier, is 
due to the purchase of Senatorial suati 
by rich m«n. This was a practice whoily 
unknown fifty years a^o. No million- 
aire made his way into the Senate iu 
the old days merely oc the strength 
of his money. There were aom» rich 
men in the body then, but their wealth 
was simply an acoidout, which was due 
to the same ability that raised them to 
the first rank in politics. But now man 
go to the Senate not by reason of any 
personal fitness for the post, hut bo- 
etiusa thoy have tha money to bay n 
nomination from a L»«i>i!iture.

The San Francisco-Chronicle says: 
A prominent wool merchant of this 


city disposes of the freetraders' conten- 
tion that fr«o wool will make clothes 
cheaper by » v«ry happy illustration. 
H« imagines a customer entering a 
olpthing store in Buffalo, New York, 
| ufl«r the passage of the "Cleveland bill" 
i admitting fortign wool free of duty, and 
tipectiojz to purohn.se each a ready- 
made saifc as he had previously paid $25 
for, for $20 or less. The storekeeper 
tells his would-be customer that tha re- 
duction iti the cost of the woolen goods 
of which the suit ii made is a mere 
trifle, and so am all as not to reduce the 
price of the suit, and explains it in thjs 
way. It takes about seven yards of cloth 
to make an average suit, and the average 
weight is fourteen ounces to the yard, 
making th» weight of the suit 6 pounds 
2 ounces. Of this, about 2 pounds 2 
ounces is cotton, chiefly in the warp, 
leaving in the suit only four pounds of 
wool. 
The duty of 10 cents p»r pound 


having been removed by th« change 
brought about by Mr. Cleveland, it 
makes a difference of only 40 cents on 
the cost of th* suit of clothes, which is 
too small to be noticed; and to this the 
storekeeper adds, by way of further jus- 
tification, that the grocer charges him 
ju»t ai much for his taa and coflee, and 
tha druggist just as much for quinine, 
as when the duty OB thos* artiolta was 
at its highest. 
The customer does not 


g«t the benefit he expected, but the 
manufacturer and storekeeper do get it. 


Onr correspondent puts th» matter 


in a concrete and easily understood 
form. 
Customs duties, even AS at preu- 


•nt levied, are not felt by the consumer, 
for th» reason that they ar* all but in- 
finitesimal on tha amonuti of foreign 
products which he uses. Forty cents 
on a $25 suit of clothes is, as our store- 
keeper said, too trifling to bo considered; 
and yet the duty on foreign woolons 
enables oar u.anufacturers to produce 
woolen goods at home, encour&geg aad 
protects the wool-raising induttry and 
uctuiUly operates to keep down tho price 
of clothing. Competition is the best 
regulator of prices, and protection en- 
ables us to compete with free pasturage 
and cheap labor eisowliere. 


The story often tohl of Haary Clay 


and his practical reply to an anti-tariff 
ovator is directly iu point now, and wilt 
bear repetition. The opponent of the 
tariff, as usual, was declaiming on the 
clothes question; and selecting for a 
frightful example a farmer-looking man 
in his uutlietiop and calling the attention 
of tho crowd to him, declared that there 
stood a man whose clothes he then had 
on cost him $1 a yard more because of 
the duty on wool. 
After he had finished 


Mr. Clay called the man up to the 
speaker's stand and asked him what hia 
suit had actually cost; to which the 
man replied, with entire truthfulness, 
31% cants a yard.
